Judge raps cops over 
their use of cautions

A JUDGE has slammed the cops for 
issuing cautions for serious crimes 
which should have gone to court. 

Judge Richard Bray criticised 
Northamptonshire Police for issuing 
cautions for crimes as serious as rape 
in the county. 

Judge Bray said: “A survey in the 
Northamptonshire area recently 
showed 15 per cent of all sex 
offences, up to and including rape, 
and 35 per cent of all assaults, up to 
an including GBH, end in a caution. 

“Cautions are popular with the 
police as they save time, effort and 
expense in investigating and 
pursuing crime. 

“They are unpopular with the 
public, particularly when injury or 
substantial damage is caused. The 
public are right to be concerned and 
this should act as a warning to the 
police and Crime Prosecution Service 
(CPS) that the casual administration 
of cautions is unacceptable.” 

He made his statements at 
Northampton Crown Court on 
Monday in a case of former Cobblers’ 
striker Leon McKenzie. 

The footballer, who now plays for 
Kettering Town, is charged with six 
counts of perverting the course of 
justice, after allegedly sending letters 
from a fictitious garage to get out of 
speeding tickets on six occasions 
between February 2008 and 


December 2009 after him and his 
wife were allegedly snapped by speed 
cameras. 

However, the case may now be 
dropped after the police gave Mr 
McKenzie, 33, of Rectory Farm, 
Northampton, a caution for the 
offences. 

Judge Bray ruled on Monday that he 
was not in a position to quash the 
caution to allow further criminal 
proceedings to take place, before 
slamming the police for their wide 
use of cautions. 

Mr McKenzie now faces an anxious 
few days to find out whether the CPS 
will try to have the caution repealed 
at the Divisional Court - the High 
Court in London. 

At a hearing last month Mr 
McKenzie’s Barrister Charles Langley 
had claimed that he had been unfair¬ 
ly prejudiced and put at detriment 
when he was offered a police caution, 
which is an admission of guilt, when 
he was interviewed by police, only to 
be summoned to court two months 
later. 

Mr Langley said: “DC Simon Coles 
and DS Gez Jackson talked to each 
other and decided that it wasn’t a 
very serious case and offered him the 
caution. 

“It was only when their colleague, 
the investigating officer DS Andy 
Blaize, came back to work the next 
day that their error was noticed.” 

Northamptonshire Police declined 
to comment.

Ex-leader swaps Tory blue for Labour red 


THE former leader of Northampton Borough 
Council has defected from the Conservative 
Party to Labour. 

Councillor David Palethorpe [pictured) 
resigned as leader of the authority last month 
but has now decided to leave the party 
altogether. 

At the time of quitting he cited councillors 
using their position as ‘self-serving and as a 
vehicle for future career advancement’ as his 
reason. 

Cllr Palethorpe exchanged comments with 
his replacement, Cllr David Mackintosh, over 
his defection on social networking site 
Twitter. 

The new leader suggested he should resign 
completely to allow a new election to take 
place. 

Cllr Mackintosh wrote: “Received David 
Palethorpe’s resignation letter. Hope he does 
the honourable thing and resigns to seek 
proper mandate as a Labour councillor.” 

In a statement on his blog Cllr Palethorpe 


explained his decision. He said: “Leaving the 
party I have supported for over 45 years has 
been a big decision for me, however, its 
abdication of social responsibility in favour of 
personal self-interest and local political 
patronage is why I have decided to resign 
from the Conservative party and join the 
Labour party who continue to demonstrate 
their commitment to opposing cuts to front 
line services, taking a sensible approach to 
balancing the books and supporting what is in 
the best interest of Northampton. 

“The Northampton Labour Party, in my view, 
is now best placed to put Northampton back 
on track. 

“I now look forward to continuing to work for 
the people of the Billing Ward and Northamp¬ 
ton in finding the common ground and 
bringing people together in the best interest 
of everyone across the town as a member of 
the Labour group on the borough council and 
thank everyone in Northampton who have and 
continue to provide their support.” 




Workers on the march 
in protest over pensions

HUNDREDS of public sector workers 
took to the streets of Northampton 
yesterday as part of a strike over 
changes to their pensions. 

Crowds gathered at Becket’s Park 
before marching through the town, via 
Abington Street and St Giles Street, 
ahead of a rally in Market Square. 

Workers, ranging from teachers, social 
workers and healthcare professionals 
took part in the day of industrial action. 

One hundred and forty schools across 
the county were forced to close, with 41 
partially shut, but all of the county’s 36 
libraries were open for business as 
usual. 

Northamptonshire Police patrolled 
the march to ensure a safe and peaceful 
event and there were no reports of 
disruptions or arrests. Although civilian 
police staff were able to strike, disrup¬ 
tions to the force were minimal. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Frost 
said: “While it is anticipated that a 
number of police staff will also support 
the day of action, plans were put in 
place to ensure that any essential polic¬ 
ing services covered by those police 
staff were fulfilled by police officers, 
who are not lawfully permitted to strike 
and are not involved in the day of 
action.” 

Ambulance chiefs said that disrup¬ 
tions were also kept to a minimum after 
working closely with the unions. 


David Farrelly, acting chief executive 
of East Midlands Ambulance Service, 
said: “We have been working very 
closely with trade unions to ensure we 
could maintain our emergency 999 and 
essential Patient Transport Services. 

“I thank our staff for their feedback 
about their intentions to strike or not 
which helped us to make the right 
plans so we could continue to provide a 
safe service to local communities. 

“However, I am pleased to say that we 
were able to cover the shortfalls that 
have arisen. This was achieved by 
bringing additional staff on duty as well 
as clinically qualified managers provid¬ 
ing support on the road.” 

The Chamber of Commerce said that 
the strikes have had a negative effect 
on businesses in the region, as many 
parents would have stayed home to 
look after their children. 


Paul Griffiths, chief executive of 
Northamptonshire Chamber, said: 
“Many of our member companies 
have been in touch with us to say that 
they are suffering detrimental effects 
as a result of these strikes. 

“Sole traders cannot work or have to 
take their children to work with them 
and businesses that work with the 
public sector cannot function proper¬ 
ly- 

“The Government’s austerity 
measures are affecting people’s lives 
across Britain - public and private 
sector alike. But these measures are 
essential to maintaining our fiscal 
credibility and helping to stabilise the 
economy and we should pull together. 

“Some commentators see strike 
action as a victimless crime but our 
member companies are telling us a 
different story.”

Hospital questions 
death rate figures

BOSSES at Northampton 
General Hospital are baffled as 
to why a new report suggests 
that more people are dying there 
under their care. 

Figures released in this year’s Dr 
Foster Hospital Guide show that 
the hospital (NGH) has an above 
average death rate. 

The deaths are recorded by 
Hospital Standardised Mortality 
Rate (HSMR) and Summary 
Hospital-level Mortality Indicator 
(SHMI) with sites expected to 
target a score of 100. 

However, NGH had an SHMI of 
114 and an HSMR of 116. 

The report also states that there 
is a higher mortality rate at the 
hospital at the weekend, rather 
than in the week. 

However, NGH chiefs have said 
that they are working with the 
authors of the document to work 



out why the figures are higher 
than expected - and insist that 
the death rate is lower than 
average. 

Dr Sonia Swart, medical direc¬ 
tor, said: “We have been working 
with Dr Foster to understand why 
the HSMR for NGH is high when 
the actual death rate for all 
diagnoses for patients admitted 
to NGH is lower than average and 
is among the lowest in the East 
Midlands region. 

“We are now also working with 
another external information 
analysis system (CHKS) to accel¬ 
erate progress in this difficult 
area. 


“Because of the way both SHMI 
and HSMR are calculated, which 
is by expressing the rate of 
mortality as an actual death rate 
versus a predicted death rate and 
because the predicted death rate 
at NGH is set very low, there is an 
expectation that fewer patients 
will die if they are treated at NGH 
than at other hospitals and we 
find this difficult to explain given 
the range of patients we treat. 

“Understanding the reasons for 
this low predicted death rate is 
very important to us because the 
HSMR number and the SHMI 
number that is dependant on this 
calculation have a huge impact 
on the perceptions concerning 
the care that we offer. 

“The public do need to under¬ 
stand that although one may 
argue about the validity of the 
SHMI and HSMR, the actual 
death rates at NGH are not high, 
they are reported directly and 
therefore not in debate.”

Tinnitus is a condition that 
causes constant ringing in the 
ears or head but where the 
noise does not originate from 
an external source. 

The noise level can range 
from a light buzzing to a 


constant wall of sound and 
for some like Mr Mclndoe, 
can prove intolerable. The 
condition affects about five 
million people in the UK and 
can have a devastating 
impact. 

Deafness Research UK 
believes Mr Mclndoe’s death 
really needs to ring in the 
changes in terms of greater 
public awareness of this 
condition.

Bairstow eves 
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‘Gang’ deny part in a 
£165k cannabis farm

A DRUGS gang from 
Northampton was caught 
after a car rental manager 
saw two men going into a 
derelict industrial unit 200 
miles from their homes, a 
court has heard. 

Police found a custom built 
cannabis farm hidden inside 
the warehouse and later 
arrested three Vietnamese 
men as they drove north with 
more than two kilograms of 
the drug and £18,000 cash. 

Sophisticated hydroponic 
growing equipment had been 
moved into the warehouse in 
Exeter after businessman 
Omer al-Rawe borrowed the 
keys from an agent to view the 
property. 

He was later found with a 
fan identical to those used in 
the cannabis farm in the loft 
of his Exeter home, a jury 
heard on Monday. 

More kit was found at the 
home in Northampton where 
one of the Vietnamese men 
lived, Exeter Crown Court was 
told. 


Al-Rawe, 31, of Brownlees, 
Exminster, Lenh Nguyen, 47, 
of Great Gull Close, 
Northampton, Van Pham, 48, 
and Chung Tran, 18, both of 
Norman Road, Northampton, 
all deny conspiracy to supply 
cannabis. 

David Sapiecha, prosecut¬ 
ing, said the gang were caught 
after Hertz rental manageress 
Amy Wilson spotted two men 
acting suspiciously in the 
early evening in Christow 
Road on the Marsh Barton 
trading estate in Exeter. 

She was working later 
because it was just after 
Christmas and she was 
helping move cars to and 
from their base at Exeter 
Airport. 

She called police after 
seeing al-Rawe and an 
unidentified man in the 
otherwise deserted street and 
officers arrived. 

They found al-Rawe and 
spotted the Vietnamese men 
in a white van nearby. 

Mr Sapiecha said nobody 
was arrested at that stage but 
police investigated the area 
and found the cannabis 


factory hidden behind 
specially constructed wooden 
partitions inside the derelict 
unit. 

Lights, timers, fans and 
heaters were all working and 
328 plants were growing in 
hydroponic units. 

There was even an instruc¬ 
tion manual in Vietnamese 
with Tran’s finger prints on it. 

The three Vietnamese men 
stayed overnight in Exeter 
and were arrested at 
Bridgwater as they headed 
back to Northampton the 
next day. 

Mr Sapiecha said: “This case 
is about such a vast quantity 
of cannabis that ultimately 
would have been supplied to 
others. This was a cannabis 
factory, or farm, or nursery, 
call it what you will. 

“The supply can be big busi¬ 
ness and that was the enter¬ 
prise they were engaged in. 

“Two kilograms of cut 
cannabis was harvested with 
a street value of £12,500. 

“The growing cannabis had 
the potential to produce a 
yield worth £116,000 for the 
flowering heads and £36,000 


for the leaf, so we are dealing 
with a total of around 
£165,000. 

“These four men were all 
involved in that enterprise.” 

Al-Rawe ran a cleaning busi¬ 
ness in Exeter which enabled 
him to visit the premises 
without arousing suspicion 
and a search of his former 
home in Templar Close 
revealed a fan identical to 
those used at the plant which 
had Tran’s finger print on it. 

He had obtained a key for 
the premises from estate 
agents Stratton Creber after 
claiming to be a potential 
tenant but never returned it. 

The other men were found 
in a van with a bag containing 
£18,000 cash and three Tesco 
carrier bags containing the 
cannabis. 

Al-Rawe said he did not 
know any of the rest of the 
gang. Nguyen said he worked 
at a chip shop in 
Northampton and had come 
to Exeter to meet a friend, 
while Pham said he hired the 
van to help someone move a 
sofa. 

The trial continues.

Offender sent packing over 
spate of crimes and arrests 


STEAMED UP 
DOUBLE GLAZING? 


A PROLIFIC offender has been 
booted out of the country after 
being continually arrested in 
the county. 

The Polish man, 27, of no 
fixed abode, failed to 
cooperate on numerous 
occasions and gave magis¬ 
trates false addresses in order 
to be granted bail. 

Since coming to the atten¬ 
tion of police in 2007 he was 
arrested 24 times, 13 taking 
place this year - for matters 
ranging from theft, breach of 
conditional charge and receiv¬ 
ing stolen goods. 

He has convictions in the UK 
for burglary, shoplifting, crimi¬ 


nal damage and ABH. In 
September it came to the 
notice of the UK Border 
Agency who revealed there 
was an International Arrest 
Warrant for matters of burgla¬ 
ry in his own country. 

Extensive efforts were put in 
place trying to trace him and 
he was finally tracked down 
and arrested in September and 
transported to Westminster 
Magistrates’ Court. He was 
extradited on November 18. 

Northamptonshire Police 
believe this will send out a 
clear message to anyone who 
comes into the county to 
commit crime.

Using modern methods, 
there will be fewer bays, which 
will be switched for different 
routes, which will mean that 
although it is smaller it will run at 
the same capacity.”

will be opened in the first half of 
2013. 

Cllr Hadland added: “We will be 
presenting the plans in the 
current bus station and I would 
urge members of the public and 
bus users to consult with us over 
them.” 

The Greyfriars building is set to 
be demolished to make way for 
redevelopment plans.

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Cops vow to catch 
drunken motorists

THE Christmas drink 
drive campaign kicked off 
today in Northampton¬ 
shire. 

The operation comes 
with a strong message 
from police that they do 
not want to knock on 
someone’s door and deliv¬ 
er the message that a 
loved one has died or been 
seriously injured at the 
hands of a drink or drug 
driver. 

From today, officers 
throughout the county 
will be carrying out 
increased levels of breath 
tests with co-ordinated 
roadside operations, 
routine checks and ongo¬ 
ing patrols. 

As the new Association 
of Chief Police Officers 
(ACPO) lead for roads 
policing, Deputy Chief 
Constable of Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police Suzette 
Davenport is heading not 
only the county’s 
campaign but also the 
national one which aims 
to bring drink and drug 
drivers to justice. 

DCC Davenport said: 
“People often ask how 
much they can safely have 



ilice are ready for action 


to drink before driving. 
The simple answer is the 
only true safe drink-drive 
limit is none. 

“People must also be 
made aware that they 
could still be over the limit 
the morning after the 
night before. You might 
feel fine but you could still 
have alcohol in your sys¬ 
tem which could impair 
your driving. 

“We also want to remind 
drivers about the conse¬ 
quences of taking drugs 
and getting behind the 
wheel. Taking drugs and 
driving can have serious 
consequences. 

“Even if you do not kill or 
seriously injure yourself or 
someone else, if you get 
caught you could face 


heavy fines or a ban, 
which in some cases could 
result in losing your job.” 

The campaign will see 
tests carried out at all 
times of the day and night, 
including first thing in the 
morning. 

Ninety-five people were 
arrested for drink-driving 
on the county’s roads dur¬ 
ing the 2010 winter cam¬ 
paign and 1,066 breath 
tests were carried out. 

Six of the arrests were 
between 7am and noon 
the ‘morning after’. 

Of the 95 arrested, 29 
were between 17 and 24 
years old. 

DCC Davenport said: 
“Christmas is a time for 
family and friends. No 
police officer wants to 
have to knock on some¬ 
one’s door and deliver the 
message a loved one has 
died or been seriously 
injured at the hands of a 
drink or drug driver. 

“If you drink alcohol or 
take drugs before driving, 
we will catch up with you.” 

She added: “I am deter¬ 
mined to make our roads 
safer and this starts by 
removing from our roads 
those individuals who 
recklessly drink and drug 
drive.”

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Police hunting for one man after spate of robberies 


POLICE are reassuring people 
they are working hard to catch 
the criminal responsible for a 
series of robberies.

Stub out talk on 
smoking in cars

AN MP has told the Government 
to stop wasting time debating 
whether to ban smoking in cars. 

Brian Binley, MP for 
Northampton South, believes 
parliament should stop using 
valuable time debating the issue 
and has said that he thinks they 
would be better off discussing the 
way the current smoking ban is 
affecting the pub and club 
industry. 

Mr Binley said: “The bill 
proposed by Alex Cunningham 
stands no chance of being 


approved by the House. Rather 
than wasting our time debating 
this bill we should instead be 
debating the damage caused by 
the blanket smoking ban on our 
pubs and clubs throughout the 
country. 

“The Government’s current 
evidence review, published in 
March of this year, falls woefully 
short of the standards one would 
expect. 

“The dubious evidence used in 
support of the smoking ban is 
easily refuted by the most 
rudimentary of internet searches. 

“The review deliberately ignores 
the wealth of evidence of the 


impact of the ban on the hospital¬ 
ity trade. Such ignorance of the 
facts is completely unacceptable. 

“A blanket ban is completely 
unnecessary and we need to 
realise that. There is a better way, 
one which many EU countries 
have since chosen to adopt. 

“Smokers can be fully accom¬ 
modated in pubs and clubs in 
segregated smoking areas or 
rooms if suitable, effective extrac¬ 
tion systems are installed. 

“In other words, we can achieve 
the same result with a less 
draconian approach whilst not 
turning all smokers into second 
class citizens.”

Junction to play its 
part in regeneration

THE £2.3 million junction 
improvements between 

Northampton’s London and 
Ransome Roads have been 
completed. 

As a result, a major redevelop¬ 
ment of a nearby Brownfield site 
can go ahead. 

Owned by the Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA), the 
Ransome Road development site 
covers disused land, including a 
former landfill facility. 

However, it is set to be trans¬ 
formed, with plans for up to 800 
new homes. 

The land is linked to wider plans 
for Northampton Waterside, 
including the land around Avon 
Cosmetics’ headquarters and the 
old Nunn Mills power station. 

West Northamptonshire Devel¬ 
opment Corporation (WNDC) 
funded the £2.3m junction works 
as part of its waterside regenera¬ 
tion programme. 

The HCA invested £450,000 in 
land acquisitions and utilities 
diversions to help enable the 


improvements. WNDC’s Director 
of Regeneration Chris Garden 
said: “These junction improve¬ 
ments are an important piece in 
the jigsaw for the redevelopment 
of Northampton’s Waterside. 

“Over time they will support the 
development of new homes, 
offices and community facilities 
on disused land along the River 
Nene.” 

The works were delivered 
through Northamptonshire 
County Council and have created 
a wider junction, with a new 
alignment and upgraded traffic 


signals. It also includes a new and 
improved crossing for pedestri¬ 
ans and cyclists. 

County Council cabinet 
member for infrastructure and 
public protection, Councillor 
Andre Gonzalez De Savage, said: 
“Increased and safe access to the 
businesses, as well as improve¬ 
ments to one of Northampton’s 
main gateways, is a real bonus for 
pedestrians and vehicle users. 

“The project has progressed 
well and I’m delighted it will be 
completed before the busy 
Christmas shopping period.”

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Fresh call for talks 
on unitary status

THERE has been a renewed bid 
to open the debate on becoming 
a unitary authority. 

The opposition Labour group at 
Northampton Borough Council 
have announced that they will be 
putting forward a motion to 
reaffirm its commitment on 
becoming a unitary council - 
giving Northampton control over 
all of its services. 

The party would like to see the 
borough’s boundary extended to 
take in developments like Grange 
Park and Buckton Fields. 

The party’s election manifesto 
in May said: “Our town needs to 
be in control of its services and its 
future. 

“Northampton Labour believes 
our town is poorly served by the 
two-tier system. 

“We would like Northampton to 
become a single unitary council, 
which would have greater 
accountability and provide more 
streamlined, cost-effective serv¬ 
ices.” 

The group believe that several 



Conservative councillors could 
be in favour of the move. 

Labour leader, Councillor Lee 
Mason said: “We have always 
been passionately in favour of 
unitary status for Northampton 
and that is why we have put down 
this latest motion. 

“Traditionally all three main 
political parties have supported it 
but since Cllr David Mackintosh 
has appeared the Tories have 
dithered on this issue. 

“There are some Tories who 
support unitary status and I hope 
they stick to their principles and 
vote in favour of the motion.” 

The Conservatives have said 



that the debate should not 
happen now. Council leader, Cllr 
David Mackintosh, said: “The 
Conservative administration at 
The Guildhall is focused on deliv¬ 
ering a number of key projects on 
regenerating the town centre, 
attracting new jobs and invest¬ 
ment to the town and dealing 
with the impact of issues like 
welfare reform. 

“Any debate on unitary status 
now would be a distraction and 
academic as the Government has 
ruled this out for the life of the 
current Parliament. 

“So any debate on unitary is for 
the future.”

Times change but police 


N orthamptonshire Police 

have very recently been 
presented with a portrait of 
policing through the ages. 

From the origination of policing 
with Robert Peel’s first officers - 
the original front line - through to 
the first CID officer, the first 
female officers, the introduction of 
police vehicles, dogs, horses and 
helicopters to armed officers, 
police staff and most recently 
safer community teams, PCSOs 
and the response officers you see 
everyday throughout the county. 

The backdrop to the picture is 
filled with landmarks from across 
the county and truly represents 
the heart of Northamptonshire and 
the police officers and staff who 
protect the county. 

I was extremely pleased to 
accept the portrait and it was a 
reminder that while the uniforms 
are so very different over the 
years the reason that our officers 
and staff are here remains the 
same; to safeguard our 
community, protect people from 
harm and bring offenders to 
justice. 

I have spoken about the vocation 
of policing many times and I am 
extremely proud to be surrounded 
by officers who bring this to life 
for me everyday. 

What does this mean for you as a 
member of the community? 

Surveys tell us that you feel 
safer than ever before and that 
crime is the lowest for eight years. 

However, each time a crime is 
committed an individual or family 
experience things which impacts 
their quality of life tremendously 


priorities are 

and it is this personal experience 
my colleagues and I are working to 
improve. 

A history of targets for each and 
every type of crime has meant 
that officers have previously 
focused on achieving a number 
rather than providing a service; 
paperwork and bureaucracy has 
meant that officers felt they were 
unable to leave the office. 

Since joining Northamptonshire 
Police I have made it my mission 
to remove this bureaucracy and 
once again allow front line officers 
and staff to be where they should 
be - out in the community, 
protecting and helping wherever 
they are needed.

When a person is a victim of 
crime or anti-social behaviour they 
do not always want to see the 
offender in court, community 
resolutions are just one way in 
which officers can work with both 
victim and offender to enable 
acknowledgment, apology and 
resolution. 

Officers are now encouraged and 
supported in using their discretion 
and professional judgement when 
dealing with incidents in order to 


still the same 

resolve crime to the satisfaction of 
the victim, this way policing gets 
back to its roots. 

Northamptonshire Police has had 
a good year - crime is down for 
the eighth year running and you, 
your family, friends and colleagues 
are significantly less likely to 
become a victim of the crime. 

Burglary, robbery and car thefts 
as well as episodes of anti-social 
behaviour have reduced in their 
hundreds and we have seized 
significant amounts of drugs from 
across the county over the past 
year. 

The Force has also had 
successes in fighting cyber, 
organised and hate crimes and 
other less high profile issues 
however, for the victim, these can 
be extremely serious and I know 
my officers and staff contribute to 
the well-being and quality of life of 
people throughout the county. 

Policing is changing and we are 
facing unprecedented financial 
challenges. I want to ensure that 
Northamptonshire Police are well 
prepared for the years ahead and 
so am refreshing the Force 
strategy in order that we can 
continue to reduce crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Our commitment to you is to 
provide great service and help you 
to live in a county which is a safe 
place to live, work and play in.

Was this where the idea came from? 

• The Romans decorated trees with small pieces of metal during 
Saturnalia, a winter festival in honour of Saturnus, the god 

of agriculture. 

• An evergreen, the Paradise tree, was decorated with apples as 
a symbol of the feast of Adam and Eve held on December 24th 
during the middle ages. 

In 1834, Queen Victoria's husband, Prince Albert, was credited 
with bringing the first Christmas tree to Windsor Castle for the 
Royal Family and thereby setting the trend for everyone else to 
follow. The average Christmas tree takes an average of 8 years to 
grow from a sapling which is itself 3 years old. 

All Christmas trees are grown from seed - pines, firs and spruces 
are ancient varieties of trees, and never developed the ability to 
grow from cuttings. 

There are more than 10 different varieties of Christmas tree 
grown in the UK. The most common tree sold is now the 
Nordmann fir. 

The UK is now self-sufficient in producing trees. 

The USA has banned the importation of artificial trees from 
China because they are concerned about the importation 
of pests. 

Christmas trees remove dust and pollen from the air. 

7 million Christmas trees will be planted this year. 

Artificial trees will last for less than six years in your home, but 
for centuries in a landfill. Electric Christmas tree lights were first 
mass produced in 1890. In the first week, a tree in your home 
will consume as much as 2 pints of water per day. 


An acre of real Christmas trees provides for the daily oxygen 
requirements of 18 people. 

Every year since 1947, the people of Oslo, Norway have given a 
Christmas tree to the city of Westminster, England. The gift is an 
expression of good will and gratitude for Britain's help to 
Norway during World War II. 


TOP TIP 

Cut Vi inch from the bottom of a cut tree in order to open it's 
pores and encourage it to take on more water. 


Fresh trees are easy to recycle. Over 12,000 tons of Christmas 
trees will be thrown away each year. 

Varieties of Christmas tree 
Norway spruce - the traditional choice and usually the 
cheapest. It has fallen from favour in recent years, as it tends to 
shed needles quite heavily. Nevertheless, if well watered and 
kept away from radiators it will drop fewer needles. 

Nordmann fir - the most popular tree these days due to its 
needle-holding qualities. It has strong, straight branches clothed 
with thick, flat needles with a silvery underside. 

But it's the most expensive as it's much slower growing. 

Fraser fir - this has a good shape and excellent needle-holding 
qualities. 

Blue spruce - this tree has a silvery-blue colour to the thick 
needles and an aromatic, citrus scent. 

Scots pine - a little more unusual, but a wonderful, bushy tree, 
with extra long needles that don't drop as readily

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

IF the RFU are considering Jim 
Mallinder as the man to take the 
England manager’s job, then it 
may be some time before he leaves 
Northampton Saints to take up 
that position anyway - for more 
than one reason. 

First, reports have emerged in the 
last few days that indicate the 
English game's turmoil-ridden 
governing body are set to wait until 
after next year’s Six Nations to 
appoint a successor to Martin 
Johnson. That would see an interim 
management team in control of the 
national side for the tournament, 
with Johnson's assistant Graham 
Rowntree and England Saxons head 
coach Stuart Lancaster the men re¬ 
ported to be heading that up. 

Secondly, Mallinder insists that all 
of the conditions, not just the 


money, would have to be perfect for 
him to even consider taking the 
role. Arguably, that is not the case at 
the moment. 

“I was linked with it a few years 
ago, I seem to remember, and noth¬ 
ing has changed,” said Mallinder 
after Northampton had beaten de¬ 
fending Aviva Premiership champi¬ 
ons Saracens 30-8 at home last 
Saturday. 

“I love it here; I’ve got a fantastic 
owner and a fantastic team. 

“We’re getting better and it would 
have to be a fantastic offer and op¬ 
portunity for me to want to leave 
here. 

“You’d have to look at everything; 
you don’t just jump into any job. 
The offer has not come, this is my 
job and I absolutely love it here. 

“At some stage in my career I 
would like to coach England, but it 
has got to be at the right time and 
the right stage, and who knows 


when that is?” Any suggestion that 
last week’s exposure of confidential 
reports about England’s World Cup 
failure in the national press would 
affect Northampton’s contingent 
that played in New Zealand were 
swiftly blown out of the water at 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

First half tries from Lee Dickson, 
George Pisi and Phil Dowson effec¬ 
tively ended the game as a contest, 
while Northampton’s defence kept 
Saracens at bay during the second 
period to deny them even a losing 
bonus point. 

The victory took the Saints into 
the Premiership top four and they 
now head to Welford Road for the 
first East Midlands Derby of the sea¬ 
son against Leicester Tigers on 
Saturday. 

That came on the back of losses to 
Munster and the Scarlets in the 
Heineken Cup, and Mallinder re¬ 
vealed that the message to his side 


ahead of the return to league action 
had been one of not panicking. 

He said: “It was a little bit of‘let’s 
not panic, we are still a good team.’ 
We’re doing well in the league, we 
are on a good run of results. 

“The Munster performance was 
good and we look back at the 
previous week and, even though we 
gifted them four tries, there were 
some very good passages of our 
game. 

“We knew we’re not miles off and 
this was a good game for us to play. 
They’ve got a fantastic away and 
home record, and I think it came at 
a good time. 

“It was a good performance and a 
good reaction from the last two 
weeks. In the first half in particular I 
thought we played well. 

“The forwards did well, we had a 
good set piece, took our opportuni¬ 
ties and I thought our defence was 
excellent.” 


Dickson wants another hoodoo broken on derby day 


AFTER putting one hoodoo to bed, Lee Dickson is 
aiming for Northampton Saints to do the same 
when they clash with Leicester Tigers in the first 
East Midlands Derby of the season on Saturday 
afternoon. 

A 30-8 league victory over Saracens at Franklin’s 
Gardens last Saturday, following a similarly 
convincing win against the same opponents in the 
LV= Cup earlier in the season, seemed to signal 
they have exorcised their demons against the 
defending champions. 

Now the Saints are looking to end their recent 
poor run on their local rivals’ turf, having not won 
at the home of the Tigers since 2007, as well as 
going some way to making amends for last 
season's Aviva Premiership semi-final defeat 
there. 

But while Dickson, like the rest of his team¬ 
mates, was crestfallen to miss out on the 
Twickenham final, he does not feel that game will 
have any bearing on this weekend. 

He said: “It was disappointing, but it's a new 
season and we have got to prepare. 

“We’ll do everything as we always do, nothing 
changes and we go there with one hundred per 


cent commitment, and go from there. It’s always 
going to be a good game no matter what happens 
or where we are. 

“Leicester-Northampton is big, big game; the 
fans get excited for it, the boys get excited for it 
and if you can't get up for a derby then there is no 
point in being here. 

“I’m sure we’ll go there, hopefully with the same 
intentions that we did [against Saracens] and get 
a win.” 

Dickson scored the opening try in the victory 
over Saracens - his 100th appearance for 
Northampton - and afterwards hailed the 
performances of the entire team to get the result. 

“I just think that the vibe before and during the 
game was brilliant,” he said. 

“Everyone was chatting and I go back again to 
our defence being superb. We know how Sarries 
play, we’ve played them a lot and they are a 
quality team, and we just did everything right in 
the first half. 

“You can nitpick little things that didn’t go our 
way, but I thought we were superb all the way 
through really. The forwards were phenomenal 
and they set the platform. The scrum, the maul 


and line-out - they set the platform for our 
exciting backs that scored. 

“It was just a massive team performance from us.” 

Three converted tries in the first half put the 
Saints on the way to a comfortable win, although 
they were unable to get the fourth that would 
have secured them a bonus point in the second 
period. 

Their only score of the second half came from a 
Ryan Lamb penalty as the defence took over and 
Dickson defended the decision to do that rather 
than kick for touch. 

“You’ve got to win the game because Sarries are 
a good team. We want to win the game before 
going for the points,” he said. 

“We stretched it out to three or four tries and 
then we can go for it, but they played well in the 
second half. We should have got the fourth, but 
we won and that's the main thing. 

“We always know we’ve got good attack, but the 
most pleasing thing for us was our defence. 

“I think it was absolutely superb from one to 23. 
We worked hard, we gave them nothing and it 
was disappointing in the last minute or so to let 
them score.”

Boothroyd’s knowledge of the 
situation at Sixfields and the 
immediate aim is to steer the 
club away from the bottom of 
the table. 

He said: “We were looking 
for a special type of manager 
who can succeed in two 
equally important tasks. 


“We need someone who can 
work to steer us away from the 
position we find ourselves in 
in the short term, and some¬ 
one who can take the club for¬ 
ward in the longer term. 

“From our talks it is clear 
that Aidy knows the problems

Gary Wallace, who ran 22 
league races for Northamp¬ 
ton Phoenix in the late 80s 
and early 90s before retiring 
from the sport age just 25, 
makes a welcome return 
this year.

League’s bottom division? “Potential is 
a word I use a lot because I think 
Northampton Town has got potential, 
and at the moment I think that it is 
underachieving,” explained Booth¬ 
royd. 

“I come in and add to the good work 
that has been done already by previ¬ 
ous managers and now, working with 
David and the board, I am really look¬ 
ing forward to it. 

“It is a big challenge, but if it was 
easy then anyone could do it - it 
wouldn’t be an interesting job. 


“Whenever you go to a place and 
things are not going so well, then it 
makes it all the more positive when 
they do go well and you look forward 
to those moments. 

“You know it’s going to be very diffi¬ 
cult, because it is.” 

It is not a too dissimilar situation to 
the one Boothroyd found himself in 
when he took on his first managerial 
job at Watford six years ago. They too 
were battling relegation, but the 
following season he led them to pro¬ 
motion to the Premier League. 

And while he will be using some of 


what was effective then, Boothroyd 
also believes his various experiences 
since has made him a better manager. 

He said: “The interesting thing about 
Watford is that when we got promoted 
to the Premier League I was the next 
big thing - the ‘Golden Child’, if you 
like. 

“But I feel, and if you talk to any 
other manager that has got experi¬ 
ence, six years on I am a far better 
manager than that young 34-year-old 
was then. 

“I’ve learnt an awful lot from all of 
the plusses - the Premier League, the 


FA Cup semi-final and all of the rest of 
it - and also from coming out of the 
Premier League and not making it to 
play-off semi-finals. 

“It makes you more measured, it 
gives you more humility because you 
know how to win and you find out 
how to lose as well. I think Northamp¬ 
ton are getting the benefit of that. 

“I’ll certainly be using some of the 
things that have been successful so far 
with the teams I have worked with, 
but I'll also be thinking about the 
things that have not gone so well and 
not be doing them.” 


Final points finish for Sutil and di Resta secures sixth place 


GRAND PRIX 

FORCE India made sure of sixth place 
in the Contructors Championship as 
Adrian Sutil and Paul di Resta 
secured strong points finishes in 
Sunday’s Brazilian Grand Prix. 

The final round of the 2011 Formula 
One season saw Sutil sixth for the 
Silverstone-based team, while 
di Resta ended his rookie season 
with an eighth place finish. 

Sutil’s result was also enough to 
ensure he finished the year in the top 
ten of the drivers’ standings after 
he was able to hold off Mercedes’ 
Nico Rosberg. 


“I’m really happy about the result 
today,” said the German racer. “It 
completes a great weekend where 
everything went to plan. 

“I had a good feeling in all the 
sessions and the team did a brilliant 
job to give me such a good car today. 

“We also made the right calls with 
the strategy because we knew there 
was a chance to beat Mercedes, and 
that’s exactly what we did. 

“So I’m very happy with my sixth 
place - it’s the best way to end the 
year and it also means that I move up 
to ninth place in the drivers’ 
championship, which was my aim.” 

Di Resta ends his first season in FI 


13th in the standings after finishing in 
the points in eight of the Grand Prixs. 

However, Sunday’s race was not 
plain sailing for the British driver. He 
said: “My eighth place today is a great 
result after quite a tough race for me. 

“There was a concern with the 
gearbox around half way through the 
race so the team told me to just try 
to bring the car home. 

“In the final stint it was just a case 
of managing the gap to [Kamui] 
Kobayashi behind me and we had 
enough to do that quite easily in the 
end. 

“So that’s the end of my first season 
of Formula 1 and it’s been a great year, 


especially now we have finished sixth 
in the championship. It’s well 
deserved for the entire team and I 
want to thank everyone for their help 
and support during this amazing year.” 

Meanwhile, team owner Dr Vijay 
Mallya has still yet to make an 
announcement on the Force India 
driver line-up for the 2012 season. 

The Indian billionaire had promised 
to inform his drivers before the Abu 
Dhabi Grand Prix last month, but no 
news was forthcoming. 

It has been speculated that di Resta 
will be partnered by the team’s 
test/reserve driver Nico Hulkenberg 
next year, with Sutil leaving.

Boothroyd comes to 

Cobblers’ aid

EXPECT hard work, long hours and to 
be enjoying your football - that is 
what Aidy Boothroyd has said his 
Northampton Town squad must 
prepare for after being unveiled as 
Gary Johnson’s successor at Sixfields. 

Boothroyd was confirmed as the 
club’s new manager yesterday, joining 
the Cobblers on a one-year rolling 
contract with his immediate task to 
ensure that they climb away from the 
League Two relegation zone. 

The 40-year-old, who has managed 
Watford, Colchester United and most 
recently Coventry City, was due to 
meet the squad and take his first train¬ 
ing session this morning, and has just 
over a week to prepare for his first 
game in charge. 

That comes at home to Crewe 
Alexandra on Saturday, December 10, 
and Boothroyd left the assembled 
media at Wednesday’s press confer¬ 
ence in no doubt that he will be bring¬ 
ing his renowned strong work ethic to 
the club. 

“At the bottom of any successful per¬ 
son, people or team is hard work, and 
there is a lot of hard work to be done,” 
he said. 

“There is an awful lot of work to be 
done, but it’s an exciting period for me 
and I’d like to think it’s an exciting pe¬ 
riod for Northampton as well. 

“Having the will to win is a lot differ¬ 
ent from having the will to prepare to 
win, and I think that’s where we’ve got 



to address first of all. That is down to 
hard work. 

“I don’t think we’ll be talking about 
getting into Europe just yet - the most 
important thing is to stabilise.” 

Boothroyd made no secret of the fact 
that he feels the current Northampton 
squad is too big and will be looking to 
trim players, while chairman David 
Cardoza has also promised to back his 
new manager when the January 
transfer window opens. 

No less than six members of the side 
have either short-term contracts or 
loan deals that expire next month, 


although the new Cobblers manager 
has insisted he is prepared to give 
everyone a chance to prove their worth. 

He said: “I think it’s very important 
that before you make any judgements 
about people that you give them the 
opportunity to prove themselves, and 
that’s exactly what I’m going to do. 

“I’m expecting them to be up and in 
my face with performances saying 'I 
want to be in your team, I want to be 
part of the future and be part of a team 
that is winning regularly.’ 

“In order to do that it all starts with 
an attitude to want to do it. 

“We’ve got players out of contract in 
January who have got a short time to 
show they want to be here, we’ve got 
players out of contract in the summer 
who have got to show that they want 
to stay in football and feed their 
families, because that’s how football is 
going. 

“It’s not easy now - there are a lot of 
players to choose from as there are a 
lot of managers to choose from, and 
we’ve all got to assess ourselves and 
want to be the best we can and push 
ourselves to the maximum. 

“That’s what these guys have got to 
do and they’ll know that. There can’t 
be any half measures because all you 
end up with then is trouble.” 

While it is undoubtedly a coup for 
Northampton to secure a manager of 
Boothroyd’s stature, the question 
many would ask is why would he take 
on the job at a club finding themselves 
scrapping to stay in the Football
